Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Citizens of Northwood: 


The statistical and financial reports are for the 
school year ending June 30, 1928. Among the en- 
couraging features of that period are an increase of 
1.9% in the percentage of attendance, and a decrease 
of 35% in the number of tardinesses, for the elemen- 
tary schools. Coe’s Academy showed an increase in 
registration and percentage of attendance, and almost 
an elimination of tardiness. The improvement of the 
Ridge School grounds is something that everyone can 
appreciate at a glance. The next step in bringing our 
equipment up to standard would seem to be the rear- 
rangement of the Narrows building. 


The business of education is a co-operative enter- 
prise. The home furnishes the child, and alone can 
give the boy and girl a good heredity, pre-school en- 
vironment, healthy living habits, right food, wholesome 
hours of sleep, helpful home reading, prompt and regu- 
lar attendance at school, and general guidance, all of 
which are so essential to success in life. The church 
does her share by offering religious education and 
spiritual experience, and by cultivating through faith, 
hope, and love, those fundamentally right attitudes 
without which education is a menace to society. The 
business world, including farming, manufacturing, and 
the professions, by their requirements reveal to us 
what the child needs to learn in order to become a use- 
ful member of the community, and so the occupations 
of real life are coming to shape the curriculum of the 
school. In the field of education itself, the people 
furnish the means and in the long run direct the policy 
of the schools, the school boards carry on the affairs 
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of the district, the teachers are in the front rank where 
the educating process actually takes place, the super- 
intendent co-ordinates and administers the will of the 
people as expressed in the laws and aims to put the 
best educational practice into widest use, the normal 
schools and universities train teachers, the state board 
of education safeguards the quality of instruction and 
economy of administration, and equalizes opportunities 
throughout the state, while text-book writers, test- 
makers, and research workers combine to produce bet- 
ter materials for teaching. All these, however, are in 
vain without the pupil who is eager to make the most 
of himself, and ambitious to succeed. Practically all 
our young people are of this character. 

School support costs, but ignorance costs more. 
Education of our children to the limit of their capacity 
in our elementary and high schools and beyond, in order 
that the next generation may be wiser, happier, and 
better,—this is one of the things worth sacrificing for. 
Northwood is fortunate in having children who respond 
to what is done for them by a steadily growing life, 
teachers who are efficient and conscientious, school 
board members who give unsparingly of their time and 
thought for the welfare of the schools, and citizens 
who are ready to provide for their children advantages 
as good as those enjoyed by the children of other 
towns. One evidence of this is seen in the good work 
done in aid of the schools by the Harvey Lake Woman’s 
Club in furnishing hot lunches, providing playground 
apparatus, and observing Education Day. 

Parents who are thinking of a vocation for their 
children are reminded of the four-year courses at the 
Keene and Plymouth Normal Schools, which have re- 
cently been introduced without extra cost to the state. 
As the teaching profession becomes more crowded, the 
equally honorable and useful occupation of nursing 
opens up as a possibility. Training is given at several 
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hospitals in our own state, leading to the degree of R. 
N. These courses are under the supervision of the 
state board of education and usually require high school 
graduation for entrance. 

Attention is called to the unusually large number 
of names on the Honor Roll of perfect attendance.
